ST. PETERSBURG, April 15.—Many fanci- 
ful rumors of naval fighting in the China sea 
aré beginning to find circulation. The queer- 
est of these stories is one saying the Baltic 
squadron met and engaged two British 
cruisers under the impression that they were 
Japanese and sank them. ‘ 

‘These sensational rumors may be expected 
now that the departure of the hospital ship 
Ore! from Saigon has severed the last cord 
connecting the Baltic squadron with St. 
Petersburg. The admiralty expects no 
further direct news until a battle has been 
fought and determined. Henceforth,” said 
a prominent naval officer, the press prob- 
ably will be our only source of information. 
Rojestvensky’s next message may not be 
written until he has met the enemy.” 


Think Togo Will Not Fight. 

There are many naval officers who do not 
believe that Vice Admiral Togo will accept 
a challenge to battle. In their opinion the 
Japanese will be too prudent in such a crisis 
to risk the destruction of their fleet. They 
believe that Togo’s tactics will be to avoid an 
open sea fight, and that he will launch a 
series of night torpedo attacks in the hope of 
throwing the Russian fleet into confusion,

To any one except shrewdly calculating en-

this amount, and the employment of hur- 
dreds of men for at least two years on a 
dinky little cutoff down in that southwestern 
territory of sand dunes, pueblos, and Mexi- 
ean greasers, would appear foolish. But 
the men at the head of the Atchison.

NEW WARSHIPS THE 


WHOLE WORLD ENVIES 
SAM’S FIGHTING CRAFT. 


Naval Experts of Europe Look Upon 
the Armored Cruisers Peunsyliva- 
| mia, Washington, and Tennessee, 
| | Now' Rapidly Nearing Completion, 
as the Highest Type of Naval De- 
U All Are Heavily Armed 

and Have High Speed.

Washington, D. C., April 15.—[Special. }— 
Much interest is manifested in the building 
and launching of Uncle Sam's fighting vessels 
which have become so formidable as to at- 


Great Britain in particular. 

It is believed by naval authorities that the 
United States has reached the highest de- 
velopment in the constructicn of the armored 
cruiser, as represented in tne Pennsylvania, 
Washington, and Tennessee, which will be 
most desirable adjuncts to our naval fleet. 
They are efficient not only in speed but meet 
almost all the requirements of the giant bat- 
tleships, besides having many advantages 
over these more cumbersome vessels. 

In fact, it is more than probable, according 
to the dest naval authorities, that this ad- 
vanced type of armored cruiser will be the 
fighting vessel of the future, and that the 
United States navy will be made stronger, by 
the addition from time to time of this char- 
acter of highly developed war vessels. 

It has been stated that it is the opinion of 
President Roosevelt and the secretary of the 
navy that the advance the American navy 
is sure to make toward supremacy of the seas 
will depend largely on the construction of 
armored on the same 

res as those now being launched from the 
big shipbuilding plants of the country. 


Close to Completion. 


The armored cruiser Washington is 63 per 
cent completed. It was the first warship to 
be launched from under cover in the east, and 
is conceded to be superior to many Hattle- 
ships of the earlier type. The vessel has a 
speed of twenty-two knots an hour, and is 
equipped with 23.000 horse power engines. 

The Washington's armor plate protection 
ranges from nine inches for the turrets to five 
inches for the belt. The cruiser will have a 
heavy armament, The main battery win 
consist of four ten inch guns and sixteen six 
inch guns. The secondary battery will have 
twenty-three three Inch rapid fire guns, 
twelve three pounder semi-automatic guns, 
two one .pounder automatic and two one 
pounder rapid fire guns, two three inch field- 
pieces, and three small caliber rapid fire ma- 
chine guns. 

The Washington was launched March 18. 


New Vessels Armed Heavily. 


The armored cruiser Tennessee, which was 
launched on Dec. 3, 1904, at the Cramp’s 
yard, is exactly like the Washington, and 
. both of these vessels are expected to be an 
improvement over the Pennsylvania, which 
up to the present has been regarded as the 
highest development of the cruiser. 

The Tennessee and Washington have the 
same speed and coal capacity as the Penn- 
sylvania, but their displacement is 1,100 tons 
greater, and their armament more powerful. 
Their main battery consists of four forty 
caliber ten Inch guns of the latest naval pat- 
tern, these pieces taking the place of the four 
eight inch guns in the Pennsylvania. 

The eight inch gun, when firing capped 
armor piercing shells, can penetrate Ty 
inches of steel at 5,000 yards, but the ten 
inch piece of the Tennessee can penetrate 
11 inches at the same range. The respective 
weights of the shells are 250 and 500 pounds, 
and the muzzle velocity is the same; but, 
whereas the muzzle energy of the eight inch 
piece is 13,602 tons, the ten inch has a muazie 
energy of 27,204 tons, 

The Tennessee carries two more atx inch 
guns, or sixteen as against fourteen, and 
five more three inch guns than the Pennayl-
